The Weather and You 


By CARL RIBLET JR. 

The tissue under your skin has started to get a little bit 
thinner now that warmer. weather is on its way. 

Your skin tissue gets thicker in the winter in five 
different areas of the body surface — on the chest, abdomen, 
knees, back ‘and the upper part of the arms. When spring 
arrives the skin starts to get thinner and that's the way 
nature prepares for hotter weather. 

Researchers found that the temperature of your body 
may tehd to go down less as the tissue under the skin 
increases in thickness when winter comes. The reverse is 
true, of course, when summer comes: The subcutaneous 
tissue seems to have some insulating qualities that ward off 
cold. When you don’t need it then it thins out a bit.

Take a look at the alders beside the 
road and trail. They are Sitka alders and 


the catkins are quite different—from 
those of the red alders, which grow ata 
lower level. Here the plant never seems 
to become a real tree but stays a lange, 
bushy shrub. Look for the femalé*cones. 
They, too, are different. See how the 
leaves have fine sharp-toothed edges and 
are glossy green. This tree is able to

His reasoning was that 
China preferred a fragmented 
Southeast Asia that it could 
influenée and would therefore 
defend Cambodia against the 
predatory Vietnamese. 

Carried away by this 
dream,—-he—chanacteristically 
out did himself on a trip to 
Peking in 1965, extolling the 
Chinese to such lengths that 
the Russians, angered by his 
performance, crudely can- 
celled a visit he had planned 
to Moscow.

By 1967, no longer sure of 
China's help or that a Com- 
munist victory in Vietnam 
was imminent, Sihanouk 
started edging back towards 
the U.S, 


He welcomed Jackie Ken- 
nedy to Cambodia, invited in 
an official U.S. mission, head- 
ed by Ambassador “Chester 
Bowles, and gradually di- 
vulged that he favored a 
continued American presence 
in Southeast Asia in order to 

Jance the threat” of 
China 


These noises did not deter 
Hanoi and the Viet Cong, 
whose need. for bases in 
Cambodia had grown sub- 
stantially as the Vietnam war 
escalated, For years, fearing 
that the allies were: seeking 
an excuse to invade his 
country, Sihanouk had 
vehemently danied the pres- 
ence of the Communists. 
Now, belatedly, he | began 
speaking out against them 
while“ striving to persuade 
them to respect his 
sovereignty. But they rebuf- 
fed him. 


Finally, in spite of all thé 
cordial hypeftbole heaped on 
him by those he regarded as 
friends, Sihanouk found him- 


. self isolated. 


_His former French mentors 
were not interested. He-could 
not call on the U.S. to back 
him against the Communists 
into a.battlefield. 


The Russians and. Chinese, 
competing for influence in 
Hanoi, would not dare alie- 
nate the North Vietnamese by 
supporting him — until, hav- 
ing been ousted as chief of 
state, he could serve as their 
instrument. 


In the end, too, Sihanouk 
was isolated in his own 
capital by former subordin- 
ates who, along with the 
foreign powers, had flattered 
him while privately plotting 
to contravene his policies and, 
if. necessary, to. usurp. his 
authority. 


Sihanouk's tragedy, like 
that. of Indonesian President 
Sukarno, India's Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru ‘and other char- 
ismatic Asian ‘figures,:is that 
his perception of. reality was 
frequently blurred by a nar- 
cissistic confidence in. his own 
rhetoric. 


The tragedy of Cambodia is 
that its era of deceptive 
peace may be fading as_ it 
faces the spread onto its sofl 
of the second Indochina war,

The charge brought an 
‘immediate denial from an 
enraged Gaglardi who replied 
that Barrett was ‘‘misrepre- 
senting’ the truth. and said 
that only two of 14 salaried 
employees of the alliance 
wereknown Social Crediters. 


JOB-PROVIDER, - 


The was_ set up by 
Gaglardiy— who is its chair- 
man — ‘with the aim of 
providing jobs for the unem- 
ployed. 


During the current fiscal 
year the alliance received a 
grant of $140,000. from the 
government,. and it will be 
given-a grant-of $500;000-for 
the fiscal year 1970-71, 


Barrett, who termed the 
organization a “pork-barrel 
alliance,” said it was a 
“payoff of public funds to 
friends of the minister and 
blatant patronage.”

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U.S. Army ‘Biggest Recruiter’ for Anti-Draft Office 


By FRANK GRAY 


TORONTO (CP) — By any 
businessman's standards, the 
Toronto Anti-Draft Program 
is a going concern, 

Under directors William 
Spira, a 48-year-old business- 
man, and Bernard Jaffe, a 
24-year-old draft dodger. from 
New York, the program is 
counselling nearly 40 young 
American immigrants a day. 

This is nearly triple the vol- 
ume of persons counselled 
when the organization was 
first’ started as the Student 
Union for Peace Action more 
than three years ago. 

Because of the heavy de- 
mand put on its facilities, the 
program moved from its 
crowded two-room office to an 
equally crowded five-room 
basement headquarters 
nearby in thevcity’s north end. 

It now employs~ five full- 
time workers at $50 a week, 
its $8-page Manual for Draft- 
Age is in its 
fourth edition with 45,000 cop- 
jes im print, and assistance 
from Canadian church groups 
is on the increase. 


DESERTERS INCREASE 

Director Spira said that 
with the mounting influx has 
come a shift in the ratio of 
draft dodgers to military de- 
serters. 

“Now, almost two of every 
three-young men eoming to us 
from the United States is a 
deserter; it used to he. the 
other way around,” he said in 
an interview. 

“One reason, I think, is that 
the methods of avoiding the 
draft without leaving the U.S. 
have become more refined. A 
simple change of address or 
an appeal of the draft classifi- 
cation really slows down the 
whole drafting process.” 

Mr. Spira, a native-born 
Austrian who emigrated to the 
U.S. in 1938 and nioved to 
Canada in the early 1950s, 
noted a few of the differences 
between draft dodgers and de- 
serters. ie er 


NOT ALL OPPOSED 

“The difference between the 
two is that the draft. dodger 
usually encounters the anti- 
war movement in college; the | 
deserter is often a 
man-and, lacking that kind of 
educational background, 
doesn't encounter this senti- 
ment until he is in the army. 

“T guess you might say then 
that the army is our biggest 
recruiter,” he said. 

“Most of the deserters I've 
talked to not only object: to 
the war in Vietnam, but to the 
brutalization of young people 
in the service—those who sim- 
ply go. with the military 
game because it's” what 
they’re brought up wii

My purpose is to make 
you “turn off” and ‘‘tune in’ or simply, convince you to quit 
using dope and direct your many talents-and energy into 
worthier spheres. , 

The use of drugs by the “flower children” 
1960s was a grand experiment that failed. 

They regarded dope as the means to an end — a possible 
medium for the development of new levels of consciousness. 
Their experiment backfired. Quickly, drugs began to be used 
for other reasons and today the great me of users are 
abusing and crippling their power to change the fortunes of 
the world they. will soon control. 

If you are not too disgusted to continue, I hope you will 
read the following paSsages with great care and even greater 
honesty.

None of these reasons -are valid excuses. True, one 
usually gains status for originality, but taking dope or-selling 
it are certainly not original — no status points for following a 
common fad. 

Curiosity alone is, not reason enough to take dope more, 
. than once. There is always some other factor.involved. 

Only the uninitiated or naive would: sincerely believe that 
the world of the “heads” is anything but sordid, violent, 
capitalistic and.plastic. No romance here! 

Haigtit-Ashbury in San Francisco, reminds one of Al 
Capone's Chicago’ — murder and brutality commonplace 
events. Very little love or brotherhood either, I'm afraid. 
Cliques ‘are rampant and almost impenetrable. | « 
"Surely to say that your friends influence you is a feeble 
excuse — individuality was the password of the last decade. 

Those who use dope because of their boredom with 
present life aré,those people who say they use dope ‘‘because 
T enjoy the! feeling." There is so ‘obviously some. hidden 
reason. ; 

Escaping ‘the’ tensions of life by using dope ‘is extremely. 
dangerous. This is the quickest way to cause a drug 
dependency. One ‘shouldn't close one’s eyes, to the fact. that 
one ¢an't-cope. If this is your particular reason, find a less 
dangerous hobby such as ‘‘Russian Roulette.” 

T usually wonder: about the person who tells .me.that he is 
trying to develop a new dimension. of thought through drug 
use. This ‘is definitely the most subtle excuse. 

What -is a ‘dimension of thought’’: or-a “‘state of 
consciousness?”

Every time you “drop acid” or ‘“blow’ some ~hasti’’ 
someone is taking you for a ride. Some dealers of drugs 
betome’ extremely rich and affluent oh your money ny 
‘friend. i ,

-_ Bugs Kill Billions 
, Since Stone Age

Man's 
as man himself. No creature, bar man himself, 
ever posed such a real threat to the survival 
of the human race and even as late as the end 
of the last century one half of human deaths 
could in on2 way or another be blamed upon 
insects. 

Even now insects are still in control of millions- of 
square miles of the earth's surface—their attack upon 
man, and his livestockprevents—us from developing. at 
Jeast. four million square miles of Africa and further 
millions. of square miles in the Amazon and Orinoco 
areas. Even-now they kill well over a million people a 
year, and at least 38 billion people have, on the evidence,

been killed by these tiny creatures since Stone Age times. 
The tiny, ubiquitous mosquito is the greatest enemy. 
One billion people live under the threat of the diseases it 
earries and a million die annually from malaria alone. 
The mosquito threatens half the world, from Peru across 
fo Africa, through Asia to the Indonesian archipelago. 
Then there is the humble flea. Riding on the back of 
a rat, it carries the plague, which is still a dire threat in 
many of the earth’s most crowded quarters and in two 
decades, while man the scientist was developing his first 
serial bomb,’the flea wiped out ten million in India alone:

The tsetse fly, spreading sleeping sickness, has also 


“taken ai enortrious toll of human tife-over the centuries, 


and so have the more common species of flies, which are 
great carriers of epidemics. 

In 1955 the World Health Organization declared a war 
of extermination against the Anopheles mosquito. Now, of 
the 1,576,000,000 people in‘areas where the malaria 


mosquito is indigenous, 77 per cent are in areas where it 
has either been eradicated or is being eradicated. 

Only in Africa can it be said the picture is gloomy. 
Out of 197 million Africans who live under the threat of 
endemic malaria only 3 million have been freed. And in 
the age of jet travel, while malaria remains in Africa, it 
poses a threat to the health’of the rest of the world.

There can be no solution unti] Africa is politically 
stable, for during political transition periods the mosquito 
often regains all it lost. The same applies to the fifty 
years’ war against the tsetse fly, which is now swinging 
—> in the fly’s favor. 

The Black Death of 1347 was. probably triggdied off 
by man’s first attempts at germ warfare four years 
earlier. Tartars were besieging Genoese traders in the 
fortifie? post of Caffia in the Crimea when bubonic 
plague crept into the Tartar ranks. The Tartars, believing 
the plague was contagious, catapulted their dead over the 
walls into Caffia. 

The Tartars withdrew, but enough-Genoese survived to 
carry the scourge home. The Black Death killed an 
estimated 75 million — 25 million of them in Europe. It 
probably killed off a third of the world’s population. 

It is ironic that nowadays the ‘honey bee’ kills more 
people than the plague-carrying flea. In the United States 
in 1959 the annual toll was put at 33. In Africa it must be 
well-over-200,-in- South Africa six-or-seven, though_many 
in the rural areas must go unrecorded. The world total 
would run into.a few hundred. 

African bees are notoriously irascible. Entomologists 
suggest that in Africa, after centuries of nest-robbing by 
man and beast, only the most aggressive strains have 
survived. In Europe, where. bee-keeping as opposed to 
nest-robbing has been practised since ancient times, the 
insect is docile. 

» 


There can hardly be a schoolboy in the world who 
does not believe that Africa’s driver ants chase elephants, 
lions and buffaloes up and down the length of the country 
and eat men alive in their beds. 

One famous hunter wrote: “I would rather face a 
charging lion than wilfully disturb a column of these ants 
on the march.” 

Although it'seems logical that the siafu, or driver ant, 
must have, at some time or another, killed African babies 
or even finished off and eaten dying men, I have found no 
such incident on record. The ants march in a column that 
can stretch thousands of yards and which is six to eight 
ants in width. They have been known td éat dogs and, on 
one occasion, a gorged and helpless python. 

Sas © dle cee sure Gare 0 ach ied ARE io 
by soaking the ground with petrol and setting it alight. 

Few creatures have been so libelied in popular fiction 
as the arachnid Lactrodectus mactans: shy, secretive, 
non-aggressive and no bigger than a pea. Looking at what 
there is of international statistics on deaths through black 
widow spiders, I doubt whether there are more than one 
or two a year — in Australia ten deaths since 1927, in 
New Zealand three this century, in South Africa one eight- 
year-old girl since World War I. In the United States, 


where the black widow is really notorious, only 55 people 
since 1726. 

B. J. Keyter, director of the Transvaal Sake Park, 
near Johannesburg, puts the mortality rate. at less than 2 
per cent and says that half the people bitten by the black 
widow feel little more than a severe local pain with 
localized swelling. The others really suffer, but only 2-3 
per cent have to fight for their lives. 

The tarantula spider or wolf spider, Lyosa tarantula, 
used to be blamed for a disease known in Europe as 
tarantism, which was supposed to be faital, the only cure 
being music and wild dancing. In fact, the tarantual -is 
absolutely harmless to man. 


Scorpions-ean be divided into two types; ones whose 
venom has only local effects, and ones whose venom does 
more géneral damage and is occasionally fatal. The 
former. are harmless _ and their sting is about as painful as 


a wasp’s. The more dangerous ones include two fairly ” 


common species in the United States: 
Sculpturatus and Centruroides gertschi. 

Scorpions live only in warmer regions and are found 
in most of the southern states of America as well as 
Central and South America right down to Patagonia. 
They are common in Africa and fairly common in South- 
ern Europe — Greece, Yugoslayia, Italy, Spain and 
occasionally north as far as Southern Germany. 

They-are not usually aggressive. There have certainly 
been several dozen deaths, mostly in North Africa and 
the Middle East. During World War IT 11 men were lost on 
both sides during the western desert campaign through 
being bitten by Buthus. They kill an average of two 
people a year in South Africa.

U.S. Buys British Treasures 


By JOYCE EGGINTON 

NEW YORK — Thirty 
antique dealers—most of 
them owners of one-man 
businesses in little towns in 
Britain—were in New York 
last week, selling nearly two 
and_a half million dollars 
worth of English treasures to 
American dealers and collect- 
ors. 

The venture, which most of 
them approached with great 
nervousness, has been such a 
success-that a similar exhibi- 


tion is planned for Los |}= 


Angeles before the end of the 
year, and another in New 
York in 1971. 

Unlike most British trade 
one was private 
enterprise without ‘any board 
of trade backing. It attracted 
none of the big-name London 
dealers, most of whom al- 
ready have American con- 
tacts, but it did bring in the 
most venturesome of the 
“little men” from towns like 
Woodbridge (Suffolk), Tun- 
bridge Wells (Kent), Tetbury 
(Gloucestershire) and Market 
Weighton (Yorkshire). 

Everyone brought the 
cream of his collection, rang- 
ing -from a rare 18th-century 
table of magnificent inlaid 
wood, which took 50 years to 
‘tnaké, to simple little pieces 
of pewter and Staffordshire 
china. 

Most of the dealers, uncer- 
tain about what to charge, 
doubled their English prices 
and in some cases trebled

New Yorkers who visited the 
fair, and who paid $2.50 a 
head for the privilege, 
thought these prices reason- 
able. 

Instead of knocking off the 
customary 10 per cerit to 
dealers, some of the British 
exhibitors knocked off up to 
39 per cent—with a smaller 
discount to private buyers 
who looked hesitant, to help 


them make up their minds. 
By the time the fair ended, 
most of the dealers had made 
a good profit as well as 
paying the expense of bring- 
ing themselves and their 
goods-to-New York—roughly 
$1,200 a head. More import- 
ant, several have made good 
contacts with American deal- 
ers. for the direct export, of 
English antiques in furniture.

This Lion is Willie The Lion 
Smith, pianist, r, 
Harlem oral historian, 
raconteur, former gun-runner 
and contemporary of James 
P. Johnson, Fats Wallet, 
Luckey Roberts and other 
men who formed the signifi- 
cant Harlem _ school of 
pianists in the 1920s. 

‘Those were the times when 
pianists battled in all-night 
and, sometimes aili-day 
cutting contests. Smith was 
frequently a victor in these 
sessions. 

The Lion sang in an oftkey 
and gruff manner, mugged 
easily and talked freely of life 
and music styles. But the 
main attraction was his piano 
playing; marked by - gentle 
lyricism ‘and powerful stride 
figures. 

Smith put all these qualities 
on display during an engage- 
ment at Blues Alley in his 
frst Washington, DC,, 
appearance in several years. 

Smith gave a short dis- 
course on the two ways 
pianists used to play “make 
believe rag.’’ 

“The. first is in the key of 
‘A’ and this is the way you 
heard it in vaudeville,” he 
said as he ripped off a stock 
reading of melodic rag.

“Here it is in ‘C.’ This is 
the way us boys uptown used 
to play it when we put a little 
syhcopation in there and 
made. it dance.”

Since. then, 163 people have 
completed the rehabilitation 
training program and have 
found full-time employment. in 
the éommunity, There are 162 
people on Goodwill’s payroll 
at the moment, 140. of whom 
are handicapped. 

A.tour of the modern plant 
shows how discarded clothing, 
furniture and numerous other 
articles become the materials 
used to train the handicapped.

Goodwill Opens Doors to Clubs 


In one corner a-young man 
wields a paint-brush on the 
frame of a bicycle. Behind 
him stands his recently-com- 
pleted’ work of art—a candy 
cane striped playswing set. 


In another area, a super- 
visor is demonstrating to his 
young trainee the art of 
buttoning an upholstered 
chair. 


Training includes’ learning 
how the materials reach the 
different repair areas. Ware- 
housing, stock control - and 
assembly-line sorting are part 
of the rehabilitation program. 


Used goods, placed in Good- 
will depots around the city, 
are picked up and delivered 
to the Bay Street building. 
Warehousemen stack, store 
and place the goods on unit 
trolleys, emptied at the rate 
of 14 a day. 


Assembly-line workers sort 
the goods, sending clothing 
down the line’ for further 
inspection, sending non-cloth- 
ing goods to the appropriate 
departments. 


Even non-repairable items 


“are valuable;~~says George 


Hudson, training director. Un- 
usable clothing is baled and 
sold for rags while articles, 
such as radios. or TVs are 
“‘cannibalized’’ for their use- 
ful pieces. 


CLOTHES BEST SELLERS 

Mr. Hudson. ‘said. .that. re- 
paired clothing provides 50 
per cent of Goodwill’s income. 
The clothing is separated into 
seasonal wear then sent to be 
cleaned, repaired, pressed and 
priced. 

The cleaning area re- 
sembles a model dry-cleaning 
establishment and enables its 
trainees to) become—familiar 
with; the most up-to-date 
equipment and cleaning 
methods. 

Once the goods are, in 
saleable condition, they are 
sent to Goodwill steres in 
Victoria, Nanaimo and Dun- 
can to be sold. 

The most important fin- 
ished product, of course, is 
the graduate from the train- 
ing program. 

He Jearns a skill, learns 
how to function in a work 
situation and earns a living as 
he learns. The handicapped 
people are paid from the 
store profits.

With rumors flying around the 
small fishing communities along 
the. strait, the team drew up a 
public relations campaign that 
included regular visits. to -local 
government bodies to tell them 
the facts, plus bus of 30 
school children a day through 
the cleanup area where lectures 
explained what was going on. 

“The atmosphete was quite 
hostile the first day er two we 
were on the job but now tthe 
people there are our greatest 
friends,” Dr. Sheffer said. 


PREPARE FOR WORST 


The team also devised a 
contingency plan to go into 
operation should the oil trapped 
in the sunken hulk break loose 
before it can all be pumped to 
the surface. It it heads to the 
open sea, a chemical which goes 
by the name Kontax, a mixture 
of sodium and calcium carbide, 
will be spread on it. 

On contact with water, the 
compound bursts into a hot

One deciding factor will be 
the decision of the formal 
inquiry which opened in Halifax 
in late March.

The scientists will keep an 
eye on.the area for weeks after 
the cleanup operation ends, 
checking for damage to th

The team itself expects to 
take up to six months to draft a 
major report on the disaster 
and on how. fo beat similar 
events, complete with recom- 
mendations for legislative 
action. 


It has led, for example, to successful use of giant 
“roller towels” that mop the water’s surface of oil 
spilled from the sunken tanker Arrow. : 


It is creating a blueprint and a tested organiza- 
tion for handling future marine oil pollution disasters. 


“Tt don’t think anybody appreciates the magni- 
tude of this whole thing,” says Dr. Harry Sheffer, 
vice-chairman of the Defence Research Board and 
No. 2 man of the huge cleanup organization. 


“It is a major scientific experiment, even if it 
was not planned that way.” 


Probably 100 scientists are engaged. With any 
luck, mainly good weather, the major part of the 
cleaneup operation should be finished in early April.

The use of drugs by the “flower children’ of the early 
1960s was a grand experiment that failed. 

They regarded dope as the means to an end — a possible 
medium for the development of new levels of consciousness. 
Their experiment backfired. Quickly, drugs began to be used 
for other reasons and today the great majority of users are 
abusing and crippling their power ‘to change the fortunes of 
the world they will soon control. 

If you are not too disgusted to continue, I hope you will 
read the following passages with great care and even greater 
honesty.

Our fears might have been 
lessened had a counter pro- 
gramr of education in ele- 
mentary entomology and 
plant-pathology been initiated, 
but ‘anyone who raised the 
merest suggestion that things 
were not as bad as depicted 
was labelled irresponsible and 
ignorant. 

Twenty-five years~ of high 
pressure selling of lethal 
products to untrained and 
unsuspecting gardeners has 
resulted in an environment 
polluted almost to the point of 
no return. Little wonder the 
gardener is bewildered. 


It would seem the time has 


come for the gardening 
fraternity .to.do its own 
thinking. 


One thing we know for sure 
is, that gardens existed long 
before the era of “a spray &@ 
day to. keep bugs away.” 
Those gardens may not com- 
paré with today’s standards of 
wéed-free,  spot-free, no-pest 
conditions, but they produced 
food on which millions of 
healthy families were raised 
and the environment was not 
considered dangerous to live 
in. 


The problem of plant pests 
has been aggravated in many 


ways. Wholesale destruction | 


of native plant material has 
driven many insects to the 
cultivated plants in gardens, 
and the indiscriminate use of 
sprays has greatly diminished 
the populations of 
predators. Unnecessary 
spraying, and spraying at the 
wrong time, has built up 
populations with greater 
resistance to natural hazards. 


Not until ‘the delicate bal- | 


ance of nature has been 
restored can we hope for 
assistance from naturat 
sources -in our, efforts to 
maintain control. Our job as 


.gardeners. will be to apply 


reasoning to our problems. 


First- we have to face the 


fact that no garden will thrive 


without some work being done 
by the gardener.

We have to understand that 
plants are made from plants. 
In other words, the soil from 
which plants obtain most that 
is needed for growing is 
composed of powdered rock 
and decomposed plant tissues.

These plant tissues, or what 
we réfer to as_ soil, are 
converted “by minute soil 
organisms into chemicals. the
